; heavy-stalked ornam entals should 
be turned under deeply or cut in­ 
to one-half inch lengths for use 
on the com post heap. Leaves of

w inter to destroy the borer eggs 
fastened to them . 
If 
any 
fleshy-stalked 
plant 
is 
attacked by a borer and the pest 
is discovered soon after it enters 
the stalk, it m ay be cut out with 
razor blade and killed. Slitting the 
stalk seldom injures the plant. In 
. the case of squash borers, t h e 
wound m ay be covered with soil 
to induce the form ation of roots.
